REMOVING A CAPITAL, 


The ISmperor Constantino's Momentous 


Change From Borne to Constantinople. 
The removal of the imperial capital 


from Eome to Byzantium was one of 
the most decisive acts on record— a sig- 
nal monument of foresight, genius and 
•will. Madrid, St. Petersburg and Berlin 
are also capital cities created by the act 
of n powerful ruler. But none of these 
foundations can compare in scale and in 
importance with tho tremendous task of 
moving the seat of empire 1,000 miles 
to the east, from the center of Italy to 
the coast of Asin, from a Latin to a 
Greek city, from a pagan to a Christian 
population. The motives which impel- 
led Constantino to this momentous step 
were doubtless complex. Since the time 
of Trajan Eome had not been the con- 
stant residence of the emperors, except 
of Antoninus Pius, nor the regular seat of 
government. Since tho tiino of Diocle- 
tian Eome had been abandoned as the 
official center of ths empire. 
Many 


places east of it had been tried, and Cou- 
stantine, when resolved on the great 
change, .seriously contemplated two, if 
not threo, other sites. It had long been 
agreed that tho imperial seat must be 
transferred toward tho cast, and there 
was aii instinctive sense that the v.illoy 
of, the Tiber was no longer safe from 
the incessant onward march of the Teu- 
tonic nations in arms. 


The tendency was to get somewhere 


south' of tho Danube and within roach 
of Asia Minor and tho Euphrates. The 
greater chiefs had all felt that tho om- 
pira must bo recast, both politically and 
spiritually. By tho fourth , century ifc 
was clear that tho empire must break 
with tho rooted prejudices that Bur- 
rounded the senate of Rome and the 
gods of the capitol. Aud Constantino, 
the half conscious aud half convinced 
agent of the great change — the change 
from the ancient world to the modem 
world, from polytheism to Christianity 
— saw in tho church and bishop of Eome 
a power which would never bo his crea- 
ture. Dante tells us that " Ca5sar became 
a Greek in order to give place to tha 
Eoraan pastor. " Thero is much in this, 
but it is not tho whole truth, for Caosar 
might have become a Spaniard, or a 
Gaul, or an Illyrian. Dante might have 
added that Caisar bccamo an oriental ui 
order to give place to the Goth. Con- 
stantinople from the first WHS n Chris- 
tian city, with an orthodox church, but 
it was r. church that was from tho first 
a department of tho state. — Fortnightly 
Review.

William Jennings Bryan was born in 


Salem, Marlon county, Illinois, March 
19, 1860. He attended the public school 
until fifteen years of age, spending hia 
vacation on the farm. In 1875 he en- 
tered VVhipple Academy at Jackson- 
ville, In his native State, entered Illi- 
nois college in 1877, completed a classi- 
cal course and was graduated with the 
highest honors in 1881. He attended 
Union College of Law at Chicago for 
two years, during which time be was 
connected with the office of Senator 
Lyman Trumbull. 
He removed to 


Lincoln, Nebraska, in 1387, and became 
a member of the law firm of Talbot and 
Bryan. He was elected to the Fifty- 
Second and re-elected to the Fifty- 
Third 
Congress, and distinguished 


himself by his ability, his straightfor- 
wardness and eloquence He was the 
first to denounce Cleveland's financial 
policy in the House of Representatives 
and sever his connection with the gold 
wing of the Democratic party. Two 
years ago he was the candidate of the 
Populists and Democrats for United 
States Senator from Nebraska, but was 
defeated by John M. Thurston, attorney 
for the' Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany. 


Mr, Bryan has been an able and per- 


alatant advocate of monetary reform. 
He answered Secretary Carlisle's gold 
speech at Lexington, Kentucky, and 
invited him to publicly discuss the 
financial question in joint debate. Mr. 
Carlisle declined on the ground that 
Mr, Bryan had left the Democratic 
party and Affiliated with the Populists. 
A year ago ha made a tour of the Weat 
and South in the interest of the people 
and addressed the citizens of Reno 
on his return East, last September. 
Like Linconl he is of and with the peo- 
ple. Trusts, monopolies and 
gold 


brokers had no part in bis selection 
His nomination was the spontaneous 
notion of the true representatives of 
the masses in the convention. He is 
much more of a patriot than a partisan, 
nnd he should, and doubtless will be, 
indorsed at St. Louis, and receive the 
support of every citizen, whether Re- 
publican, Populist or Democrat, who is 
opposed to the single gold standard— 
to McKinleyism and Clevelaudism.
